towns — Sutton and Kingston — I was the first Town 
Administrator/' he said. "So Fm hoping to bring that 
experience to Mattapoisett.'' 

When asked what his past experience has been in 
planning municipal budgets, Mr. Reed said: "I worked 
closely with the department heads in coordinating their 
budgets. It's not just a budget-time, but a year-round 
responsibility to make sure the departments stay within 
their guidelines.'' 

Aware that Mattapoisett is undergoing a change 
in its governmental structure as per recommendations 
made in a study by the Center of Policy Analysis at 
UMass Dartmouth, Mr. Reed concurred that a priority 
would be to develop a capital plan, over a five-year 
period, to help the town face "difficult times" ahead. 

Although he currently resides in Medway and 
has no immediate plans to relocate, Mr. Reed said he 
wouldn't rule out a possible move if offered the job. "I'm 
open to (moving here)," he said. "I liked the area very 
much when I worked in Westport." 

Mr. Reed said he doesn't see the Mattapoisett 
Town Administrator's position as a "stepping stone" and 
that he's looking for a long-term commitment in this post. 
As for his administrative style, he feels he is very "ap- 
proachable" and "open" with department heads. 

"There's nothing like communication," he said. 

Mr. Botelho has spent the last 14 years working in 
state and local government, most recently with the 
Brockton Housing Authority and as the Town Administra- 
tor in East Bridgewater. A Lieutenant Colonel in the U.S. 
Army, Mr. Botelho sees himself as a "team leader and 
coordinator" in preparing municipal budgets. 

"In the four years I was administrator, we had a 
balanced budget," Mr. Botelho said. "We had no need to 
go for overrides. Each year we certified sufficient Free 
Cash so that we'd have an overlay ... (but) all the depart-

merits need to participate in the process.'' 

Noting that he currently lives about 40 miles from 
Mattapoisett, he said he would ''seriously consider" 
moving closer and that he and his wife would very likely 
relocate if offered the job. 

He characterized East Bridgewater as a town 
larger than Mattapoisett with an estimated population of 
13,000 and a total annual operating budget of close to $30 
million. "(It's) essentially a mid-range town in terms of 
income and education," he said. 

If selected to become Mattapoisett's first Town 
Administrator, Mr. Botelho said his first plan of action 
would be to "set a strategic plan, a vision for where 
government is going to go, and then set out goals and 
objectives" for the town. 

"I see much of what we do as a cooperative effort 
— it's not a Town Manager thing," he said. "I would 
expect professional performance (from town employees) 
and they can expect the same from me. I'm not going to 
micromanage anybody." 

If hired, Mr. Botelho said he hopes to retire from 
the post after a seven- or eight-year tenure. "This is the 
kind of position I'm looking for ... I certainly have no 
intention of looking anywhere else," he said. "I like 
working in the smaller community setting. You get to 
meet a lot of a people and it's very rewarding." 

Attorney John F. Dolan Jr. was born and raised in 
Worcester and graduated from Harvard University, after

which he practiced law for 19 to 20 years concentrating on 
municipal law. He briefly served with the local firm of 
Perry, Hicks, Crotty and Deshaies (currently employed as 
Mattapoisett's Town Counsel) and previously worked as 
Town Administrator in Barrington, NH and also for three 
years in Westport, MA, during which time he was ''ac- 
tively involved in budget preparations" for both commu- 
nities.

open, being involved, and being accessible ... those would 
all be hallmarks of my service,'' he said. 

As for his long-term commitment to Mattapoisett, 
Mr. Dolan said he would like nothing more than to work 
for the town until he retires, ''30 or 40 years from now," he 
said. 

Among his immediate goals if selected, Mr. Dolan 
stressed fiscal management while maintaining services. 
"Financial issues are certainly the most pressing I see for 
the town," he said. "The tax rate in Mattapoisett is one 
I've heard people grumble about, but how do you con- 
tinue to provide the same or higher level of service 
without adversely impacting the tax rate?" 

Upon completing the interviews. Selectman 
Lombard nominated Mr. Reed for the position, while

Marion Selectmen's Meeting 

September 9, 2003 
By Kenneth J. Souza 

A regular meeting of the Marion Board of Select- 
men was called to order on Tuesday, September 9 at 7:00 
pm by Chairman Andrew Jeffrey. Also present were 
Selectman Benjamin Bryant, Selectman David Pierce, 
Town Administrator Julia Enroth- Whitlock, and Secretary 
Helene Craver. 

The board first signed and approved various 
treasury and payroll warrants, then unanimously voted to 
approve the minutes of the August 19 meeting. Chairman 
Jeffrey noted the board has sent out letters regarding the 
recent Buzzards Bay oil spill supporting stricter guide- 
lines and laws to avoid any future mishaps. Several other 
communities had sent similar letters of support. 

At 7:05 pm the board met with John Rockwell to 
discuss a proposed sewer extension at Point Road /Route 
6 that was supported by the Planning Board. This would 
provide service to a commercial area with two businesses 
and Mr. Rockwell felt it should be favorably considered. 

'This lot is very small, about 100 x 100 feet, and 
commercial properties when they get developed ... require 
they have no adverse impact on adjoining properties," Mr. 
Rockwell said. "Unfortunately, we have a lot of small 
commercial sites within town. From a Planning Board 
point-of-view ... it makes sense to have these commercial

sites on sewer. I assume these two lots are outside the 
sewer area/' 

Mr. Rockwell told the board that one of the 
owners, Mr. Gibbs, would have to file the application and 
seek the appropriate tie-in permission from the board. "In 
terms of financial hardship, I don't know how you'd look 
at that," he said. "If you have something that's financially 
better for the town ... all those factors should go into 
(approving) a connection." 

Although the board didn't say they'd be willing 
to support the tie-in request or not, they were reluctant to 
increase capacity at a sewage treatment plant that has yet 
to be built. 

"The capacity of the plant ... has to be reserved for 
eventual use," Selectman Bryant said. "That's why we've 
only allowed for hardship (connections) and health 
reasons." 

"All the issues that you mentioned should 
absolutely be taken into consideration," Chairman Jeffrey 
agreed. "Although it sounds like a simple request, it's not.

seems to me it's just not something that's going to happen 
quickly." 

''What we're asking is to have one person hooked 
up," Mr. Rockwell said. "We have a sewage treatment 
plant that's made up of units. Units can be added, they 
just cost money. If those direct costs could be passed on to 
those who are hooking up (to the sewer line), it's doable." 

"Working with our engineering firm, we feel the 
plant is at capacity," Selectman Bryant said. 

"Whether you say it can or can't be added on to, 
you're still talking years down the road," Chairman 
Jeffrey said. "The implication of this is, you can't just 
grant (permission) to one person. The regulations would 
have to be modified to some extent." 

"As a Water /Sewer Commissioner, I would resist 
the attempt to (add users) here and there," Selectman 
Bryant said. "Before you know it, you've backed yourself 
into a corner and you don't have any options." 

"The Planning Board will encourage Mr. Gibbs to 
put in an application," Mr. Rockwell said. "Otherwise, 
he's going to have a warehouse where his guys can't wash 
their hands." 

"It's got to be done in a broad, comprehensive 
context," Chairman Jeffrey said. "All we're saying is this: 
an application will be brought before us and we'll review 
it. From all indiciations, we (as Sewer Commissioners) 
feel it's got to be done in a more comprehensive context."

2-3 DAYS PRIOR TO STORM 



PARKING : Two to three days prior to an impending hurricane, the following pari<ing ban will take effect: no paridng both sides of North 
Street, between Church Street and Water Street; no pari<ing both sides of Water Street and Main Street, between North Street and Route 
6. No parking signs will be posted by the Police Department. (See attached map) 

TRAFFIC FLOW : 

All traffic along Water and Main Streets will flow one way from North Street to Church Street in a northwesterty direction. All side streets 
will be barricaded. 

The following streets will be barricaded to traffic at Church Str^t: Mechanic; Cannon; Pearl and Barstow. 

Ned's Point Road will be c/osedfrom Holly Lane to the water. Any person needing to get to the Mattapoisett Boat Yard must park 
elsewhere and walk to the boat yard. 

WHARF/TOWN LANDING : 

Access to wharf will be limited to emergency personnel and vehicles hauling boai trailers. No other vehicles will be allowed on the wharf.

The Order. Starring Heath Ledger and Shannyn 
Sossamon. Directed by Brian Helgeland. Run- 
ning time: 102 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

The Order gave me one nice thing to take with me: the 
observation that sunflowers look like they have ''crooked teeth 
around a mouth that's too big/' They do, at that. Kudos to writer/ 
director Brian Helgeland (this is his third movie, after the enjoy- 
able Payback and A Knight's Tale) for pointing that out. I wish more 
of The Order had stayed with me; cleverly written and stylishly 
mounted as it is, it's the latest example of post-millennial reli- 
gious/z7m noir (see also: Stigmata, End of Days, The Ninth Gate), and 
there's little suspense in it, and fewer laughs. Well, there is one 
reference to The Mod Squad, and kudos again to Helgeland for 
including a joke hardly anyone in the film's demographic will get. 

Helgeland apparently liked three of the stars of A Knight's 
Tale — Heath Ledger, Shannyn Sossamon, and Mark Addy — so 
much that he employs all of them again here (the sarcastic Paul 
Bettany is missed, though). Ledger is Father Alex Bernier, who 
belongs to an ancient, and rapidly dwindling, order of priests. 
He's in love with unstable painter Mara (Sossamon), who once 
put a bullet in him (ah, those artistic types) and who authors the 
sunflower observation when sitting quietly with Alex (who, one 
assumes, has frisked her first). Alex's buddy from the order, 
Thomas (Addy, in another of his amiably beefy performances), 
has the same lax attitude towards celibacy that Tom Wilkinson 
did in Priest. Shadowy forces are converging around this trio, 
possibly having something to do with a church higher-up played 
by Peter Weller's skull. Uh, I mean Peter Weller. Give the poor 
man a sandwich. 

Alex is visited by "demon spawn" in the shape of watchful 
children, who turn up every so often for spookiness. The demon 
spawn were hanging out with Alex's old mentor, who has died; 
Alex determines to get to the bottom of the death, ruled as a 
suicide (ah, but it's never suicide in these movies). His path brings 
him into contact with one William Eden (Benno Fiirmann, from 
Tom Tykwer's excellent The Princess and the Warrior), whose 
function is to eat the sins of excommunicated Catholics. Come 
again? Yes, he's the legendary Sin Eater, defined by Dictionary.com 
as "a man who (according to a former practice in England) for a 




small gratuity ate a piece of bread laid on the chest of a dead 
person, whereby he was supposed to have taken the sins of the 
dead person upon himself." Good work if you can get it, I 
suppose. 

The movie, which by the way was originally called The Sin 
Eater, is most interesting when it explores the once-titular 
character's unique difficulties (immortality, the pressure of know- 
ing everyone's secret sins). Helgeland writes William (and 
Fiirmann plays him) as an entity neither good nor evil; he just is. 
His actions serve a higher, not always cheerful purpose. William, 
who's been around for centuries sucking up other people's dis- 
graces and atrocities, is getting tired and looking for a replace- 
ment; he has his eye on Alex, who has qualms about the profes- 
sion (do you get dental coverage?) . Everything to do with William 
and Alex's quiet battle of wills is fine; it's when Helgeland 
broadens his scope to the arcane doings of a mysterious sect (the 
scenes feel like leftovers from Eyes Wide Shut, without the topless 
women) that the movie feels vague and padded. Helgeland also 
tries to mask the identity of the sect's leader by covering his face, 
which might work if we also covered our ears. 

I didn't mind The Order; somewhere in there is an intriguing 
idea. I still have trouble buying Heath Ledger as a lead actor, 
especially here when he faces a heavy loss and has a blubbering 
fit to rival Julianne Moore in Far from Heaven. Benno Fiirmann, 
however, is the real thing, a physical actor with a fine camera face 
and a manner that tells you he's seen a lot and isn't going to tell 
you about it. If Helgeland had made a movie called The Sin Eater 
and stuck with the trials of William Eden, a beleaguered immortal 
dealing with everyone else's bad karma and trying to fob the job 
off onto some brooding priest, he might 've made my kind of 
movie; unfortunately, my kind of movie so rarely gets 
greenlighted.
